Incumbent to the post of 

Torrance mayor, Albert Isen 
Monday became the first 
candidate to officially file 
his intentions of running 
for election.

In an official announce­ 
ment to the Press, Isen said:

"For the past four years 
T have had the honor of 
serving as Torrance's first 
elected mayor. During that 
time, my constant objective 
has been to maintain and 
improve the efficiency of

our city services, while hold­ 
ing the line on taxes.

"Needs and requirements 
of all groups and sections 
have been given fair and 
equal consideration. 
Throughout my years of 
service, I have worked to­ 
ward orderly growth and de­ 
velopment of this commu­ 
nity. Torrance has achieved 
national recognition as a 
good place in which to live 
and as an industrial center 
in which to work. Creat na­ 
tional business concerns

have established themselves 
here in modern shopping 
centers and city government 
has met the challenge of 
population growth. It has 
been a continuous fight to 
maintain a good balance be­ 
tween industrial and resi­ 
dential zoning.

"GRABBING" 
"In order to prevent an 

unnecessary and unwarrant­ 
ed rise in taxes, I have firm­ 
ly resisted "grabbing" of in­ 
dustrial land by residential 
builders.

"I am seeking reelection 
as mayor realizing that the 
next four years will bring 
new and interesting chal­ 
lenges. With the continued 
cooperation, goodwill and 
active civic participation of 
the people of Torrance, the 
future holds great promise. 
Good progressive polices will 
continue to attract new and 
diversified industry, provid­ 
ing jobs for our growing 
population. The substantial 
sales tax revenue derived 
from our new shopping cen­

ters should make our tax 
outlook most favorable. Cap­ 
ital improvement projects 
will be continued out of in- * 
come.

George A. Bradford, long 
time member of the city 
council and one of the city's 
pioneer residents, last night 
firmly stated that he would 
not run for reelection.

Friends and confidents of 
Brad ford's had earlier ex­ 
pressed doubts that he 
would run for office again 
because of ill health al­ 
though Bradford, himself, 
said that he had not reached 
a final decision until recent­ 
ly.

Bradford prided himself 
on being the "councilman 
with the tightest fist on a 
tax dollar" and conducted 
many a battle with city em­ 
ployees, often from the coun­ 
cil bench, on the unneces­ 
sary expenditure of even 
small amounts of city funds.

A trio of Marines land­ 

ed Sunday, not on the pro­ 
verbial "beach head," but 
in the Torrance police 
station after being arrest­ 
ed on suspicion of robbing 
a local market. Officers 
expected to bring the sus­ 
pects to court for arraign­ 
ment this week.

According to Robert 
GriosJiaber, 25, assistant 
grocery manager of the 
Food Giant, Market. 4848 
W. 190th St., two of the 
marines entered the store 
at approximately 10 p.m. 
Saturday night stating 
that they were treasury 
agents and wanted to 
check the store's currencv.

Thomas F. Walsh Jr., 22; 
David T. Larsen, 21, and 
Monty Leroy Love, 19 ap­ 
parently had full inten­ 
tions of committing rob­ 
bery, said detective Sgt. 
John Harm.

The Torrance police 

were called when Eleanor 
Schukert. a cashier in the 
store, became suspicious.

Although Love, who 
was waiting for his bud­ 
dies in a car parked out­ 
side the market, fled when 
officers arrived, he was 
arrested early Sunday 
morning after the vehicle 
he had been driving was 
traced to him.

The two marines who 
entered the store w e r t 
both well dressed, carried 
briefcases and were 
armed, according to Sgt. 
Hahn. When Torrance po­ 
lice officers requested that 
they show identification 
they claimed they had left 
it in their car.

 Federal authorities^ will 
he notified and further 
charges may result in con­ 
nection with the imper­ 
sonation of federal offi­ 
cers said Hahn.
